The amended claims do not place the application in condition for allowance because the prior art of record is deemed to read on the 
amended independent claims and hence the dependent claims. 

Skelton et al. (US 6292692) disclose a medical treatment device and in figure 2 provide a schematic diagram of the device including the 
control modules "34", M 36" and "38". When the system is booted up in the first operation, the system is booted with immediate entry into 
the basic SAED module "34" that includes ECG monitoring, ECG analysis and a defibrillation module, read as "a defibrillator system to 
monitor the patient" (c 5, II 35-39). Modules (36) and (38) include the features of module "34" and make a treatment summary and 
recorded data available to the user, such that the accummulated recorded EGC data can be displayed on the defibrillator screen (c 6, II 
1 8-23; c 8, It 24-26; c11, 1 60 - c 1 2, 1 28; figure 4, reference number 98a). When the user enters the manual mode of the device (42), the 
features of the modules "34", "36"" and "38" are supplemented with additional control over the device features and capability (c 6, II 38- 
44). Since the "defibrillator system to monitor the patient" is the basic control system of the device applied continuously by all operating 
modules, the additional module of providing the treatment summary and recorded data on the defibrillator screen is read to be activated 
while the defibrillator system monitors the patient.
